Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you,  my  third 
Annual  Keport  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  your 
district,  for  the  year  1 904. 

The  sanitary  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  well  and 
promptly  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  : — 

Eastern  Division : — Mr.  C.  W.  Whitewood,  Fulham  Mary. 
Western  Division : — Mr.  W.  A.  Bead,  Long  Stratton. 

Nearly  900  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year, 
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The  District. 


whilst  no  less  than  187  nuisances  have  been  officially  reported 
to  you,  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

The  present  area  of  the  district  is  77,631  acres;  I give  a 
list  of  the  parishes,  having  divided  them  up  into  their  present 
Registration  Sub-districts ; and  in  order  that  in  the  future  a 
comparison  of  death  rate  for  each  parish  may  be  made,  I 
have  tabulated  them  as  follows  : —

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Several  cottages  have  been  erected  in  the  district  during 
the  past  year ; there  is  still  great  need  of  modern  cottage 
accommodation,  many  properties  being  on  the  verge  of  official 
condemnation. 

Four  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported  to  you  ; in 
each  case  the  nuisance  has  been  abated. 

Two  cases  of  persons  inhabiting  improper  dwellings  have 
been  dealt  with,  of  which  one  was  simply  the  recurrence  of 
a nuisance  referred  to  in  my  report  of  last  year,  in  which  an 
old  lady,  aged  89  years,  persisted  in  residing  with  her  son  in 
the  parish  of  Gissing,  and  as  his  habitation  consisted  of  a hut 
made  of  fern  and  faggot,  which  was  not  in  the  best  sanitary 
state,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  request  a prompt  abatement 
of  the  nuisance ; several  orders  to  that  effect  were  served,  but 
no  result  obtained  until  the  case  was  brought  into  court. 

Our  present  methods  of  dealing  with  sewerage  having 
undergone  but  little  change,  I will  not  again  describe  the 
various  systems. 

In  Hai’leston  four  new  gulleys  have  been  substituted  for 
the  old  metal  traps,  several  other  defective  conditions  have 
been  attended  to. 

On  June  17th  I met  the  Parish  Council  of  Stratton  St. 
Mary,  to  investigate  the  cause  of  several  nuisances  existant 
in  that  place ; the  result  of  our  transactions  were  duly 
reported  to  you.  The  parish  authority  took  some  steps  to 
abate  the  nuisances,  and  for  a time  an  improved  condition 
resulted ; but  in  the  following  October,  the  nuisances  having 
recurred,  I again  reported  the  matter  to  you  ; a sub-committee 
was  formed,  and  on  November  7th  met  the  Parish  Council  at 
Long  Stratton ; a thorough  inspection  of  the  main  drainage 
system  was  made,  after  which  the  matter  was  gone  into  and 
discussed  at  some  length  ; it  was  finally  agreed  that,  subject 
to  your  approval,  certain  steps  should  at  once  be  taken  to 
remedy  the  insanitary  state  of  the  parish,  but  that  the 
question  of  repairing  or  re-laying  the  main  sewer,  should 


remain  open  until  the  Spring  of  1905.  The  first  part  of  the 
agreement  has  been  carried  out,  and  I am  enabled  to  give, 
so  far,  a favourable  report. 

In  Pulham  Mary,  five  cottages  within  100  feet  of  the  main 
sewer,  were  without  proper  drainage;  steps  were  taken  to 
remedy  the  defect,  house  connections  being  made,  the  main 
drain  has  been  repaired  and  fresh  gulleys  fixed. 

In  Scole  several  very  necessary  alterations  have  been 
made  to  the  main  drainage,  and  new  gulleys  provided. 

In  Pulham  Market  the  main  drain  has  been  cleaned,  laid 
with  new  pipes  and  new  gulleys  substituted  for  the  old  traps. 

There  is  no  public  water  service  in  your  district. 

Four  new  wells  have  been  sunk  during  the  past  year,  and 
several  wells  and  ponds  have  been  deepened  and  cleaned. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  water  have  been  subjected  to 
analysis,  of  which  five  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes,  six  samples  proved  to  be  good  and  potable,  the 
remainder  were  free  from  signs  of  pollution,  but  contained 
sufficient  organic  impurity  to  recommend  the  cleaning  out  of 
the  wells. 

Five  certificates  have  been  granted  under  the  Public 
Health  (Water)  Act. 

An  inspection  of  bakehouses  has  been  carried  out.  A new 
water  supply  and  several  sanitary  alterations  were  necessary 
in  the  case  of  the  new  premises  occupied  by  Mr.  Youngs  of 
Harleston;  these  matters  have  been  attended  to. 

No  underground  bake  offices  are  used  in  your  district. 

An  inspection  of  iactories  and  workshops  has  been  com- 
pleted. Deficient  privy  accommodation  and  other  defects 
were  remedied  in  the  cases  of  the  Bunwell  mineral  water 
works  and  Tivetshall  maltings.  In  inspecting  the  factory  of 
Messrs.  Aldrich  Bros,  of  Boydon,  several  alterations  were 
advised  in  order  to  provide  an  adequate  means  of  escape  from 
fire ; these,  I regret  to  say,  have  not  yet  been  carried  out ; 
otherwise  a satisfactory  report  can  be  made  of  the  factory.

The  report  I have  to  make  on  slaughterhouses  and 
knackers’  yards  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Of  the  187  nuisances  reported  to  you,  I may  here  state 
that  the  major  portion  of  these  were  due  to  premises  being 
out  of  repair,  several  cases  of  improper  water  supply  were 
amongst  the  number.  Many  nuisances  have  been  dealt  with 
which  are  not  included  in  the  number  officially  reported  to 
you. 

The  nuisances  on  the  Gissing  school  premises,  referred  to 
in  my  last  report,  have  all  been  remedied  ; the  water  from 
the  school-house  well  is  still  unfit  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  Midwives’  Bill,  and  the  future  effect  of  its  adminis- 
tration, will  do  much  in  protecting  the  poorer  classes  from 
the  mismanagement  and  ignorance  of  the  unqualified  mid- 
wife, and  if  there  be  a greater  demand  for  the  obstetric 
services  of  the  district  Medical  Officer  (and  therefore  a greater 
expenditure  in  the  shape  of  midwifery  fees),  I am  strongly 
convinced  that  no  public  funds  could  be  better  spent ; and  I 
feel  somewhat  justified  in  making  these  statements,  as  I have 
had  many  opportunities  of  judging  of  the  effect  of  mis- 
managed labours.

Although  the  average  of  the  past  year  is  lower  than  that 
of  the  two  preceding  years,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  out 
of  272  deaths — 

6 deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  90  and  upwards, 

50  ,,  ,,  between  ,,  ,,  80  and  90, 

67  ,,  ,,  ,,  ,,  ,,  70  ,,  80. 

and  in  referring  to  Table  IV.  at  the  end  or  this  report,  it  will 
be  seen  that  no  less  than  54  deaths  were  due  to  senile  decay. 

The  mortality  due  to  Pulmonary  Phthisis  has  improved. 

In  1903  - 16  deaths.  In  1904  - 12  deaths. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  been  notified ; one 
death  from  Post-partum  hoemorrhage  has  been  registered 
(inquest). 

Heart  Disease  has  a high  mortality,  it  may  be  pointed 
out  however  that  out  of  the  46  deaths  registered,  28  cases 
occured  in  subjects  over  65  years  of  age. 

Two  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Alcoholism.  I do  not  think 
the  returns  under  this  heading  are  very  reliable,  in-so-much

cause  ; ” this  may  be  kind,  and  even  politic,  but  it  is  not 
conducive  to  statistical  accuracy.

Of  Diphtheria  six  cases  occurred  in  one  household  in 
Wortwell. 

Two  cases  in  Pulliam  St.  Mary  the  Virgin, 

Single  cases  in  Earsham,  Poydon,  Thorpe  Abbotts,  and 
Stratton  St.  Michael. 

The  only  fatal  case  being  in  the  last  named  parish. 

Of  Enteric  Fever , of  the  five  cases  two  ended  fatally  ; 
the  distribution  was  as  follows  : — 

Single  cases  in  Bunwell,  Carleton  Rode,  Fulham  St. 
Mary  Magdalen,  Pulham  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  and  Tivetshall. 

In  the  disinfecting  after  Enteric  Fever,  I deemed  it 
advisable  to  destroy  certain  household  properties,  for  the 
which  you  allowed  compensation  to  the  owners. 

Of  Scarlet  Fever , of  the  1 7 cases,  six  occuring  in 
Burston,  one  in  Shimpling,  and  three  in  the  parish  of 
Gissing  represent  the  end  of  the  last  year’s  epidemic. 

A single  case  occurring  in  a farm  house  at  Dickleburgb, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  stop  the  work  of  the  dairy  until 
the  business  could  be  transferred  to  other  premises.

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A case  occurring  in  the  house  of  a laundress  in 
Shelfanger,  the  linen  had  to  be  dealt  with  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  before  I could  sanction  its  distribution. 

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  brought  to  light  in 
Eodenhall  by  the  severity  of  the  malady  in  the  last  patient, 
the  disease  not  having  been  suspected,  as  the  family  were 
suffering  at  the  same  time  from  whooping  cough. 

A single  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  your  Union  Work- 
house  was  notified  to  me  on  December  29th,  a whole  year 
having  elapsed  since  the  last  outbreak  in  that  institution.  I 
have  completely  failed  to  find  the  source  of  infection,  and 
can  scarcely  believe  it  arising  from  an  inside  cause,  so  much 
care  and  expense  having  been  bestowed  in  disinfecting  after 
the  last  cases.

— The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  7 of  this  table  are  the  whole 
of  those  registered  during  the  year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the 
district  or  division.  The  deaths  to  be  included  in  Column  12  are  the  number 
in  Column  7,  corrected  by  the  subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  10 
and  the  addition  of  the  number  in  Column  11. 

By  the  term  “Non-residents”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district 
on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public  institutions  there: 
and  by  the  term  “ Residents  ” is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of 
the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public 
institutions  elsewhere. 

The  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually  received  on  account 
of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.

(a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institu- 
tions, whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  included 
with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups 
(columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to  the  previous 
addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of 
“ Non-residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district  are 
in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this 
Table. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “ Residents  ” and  “ Non- 
residents,” and  as  to  the  “ Public  Institutions  ” to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purpose  of  these  Tables.  The  “ Localities  ” should 
be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 
whether  of  “ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of 
this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  this 
Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table 
II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2 of  this 
Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  certified 
as  from  Diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of 
ill-defined  nature  ; and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis  ; 

Zymotic  enteritis  ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as 
from  Gastro-enteritis,  Moco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from 
information  obtained  by  inquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or 
otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for 
including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific 
term  “ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other 
well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  or  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  he 
included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these 
general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III. 
and  IV.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
